The 1600 I have in my old Bay has more 
end float than a rubber dinghy, and I'd 
like a little more go. The thing is I don't 
have a massive budget and are not sure 
what my options are, how big I should go 
or how much to spend. Help. 

Joe D, via email 

Hey Joe, it depends how much extra go you 
want for your dough. You can go 2-litre 
crazy or you can keep it simple with a mild 
increase, say a 1641 rather than a regular 
1600 for only a few quid more. It's often 
said that a 1776cc is the best balance of 
price, performance and reliability, but 
others may argue. It's not just the block you 
have to consider. You may need to invest 
in bigger/dual carbs, a better exhaust and 
many other bits and bobs besides. This is a 
topic we're thinking of looking at more in- 
depth later, so watch this space. JP

transmission, with a cable change, which I 
installed and set-up. There's Porsche Brembo 
front brake calipers, plus discs to the rear, 
fully polybushed suspension, with a Koni 
Cup suspension kit and H&R springs. I've 
taken the brake limiting valve out, due to the 
bigger brakes." Robert served his engineering 
apprenticeship on T3s, so he knows quite a 
bit about them. "From the factory they came 
with a nose up stance," he explains. "The 
disadvantages when you lower the suspension 
is when you drop the nose, the brake limiting 
valve actually thinks that you are braking, 
because it's a gravity valve, rather than a 
linkage on an axle. So it thinks because the 
nose of the Bus is down, it thinks you're 
braking hard and it reduces the brake pressure 


R obert Mitcham bought his factory 
specification T3 Multivan from Eastfalia 
back in 2006, which was run by Steve 
Walker at the time. It had only had one 
German owner from new when acquired by 
Robert. "TheT3 was pretty standard when 
I got it, but since then I've personalised it a 
little," he points out. "In fact I've changed 
practically everything on it! Apart from the 
basic vehicle, it was fitted with steel bumpers 
and Project 2 wheels and was powered by a 
2.1 litre engine with a five-speed 'box." 

So what modifications has Robert 
incorporated? "Well, let's start from the 
beginning," he grins. "TheT3 is now 
powered by an Audi 2.8 litre 12 valve V6 
engine, coupled to a six-speed Porsche 997 
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1990 Type 25 Multivan, Robert Mitcham 






































to the back brakes. So taking the valve out, the 
back brakes now work how they should and 
the van stops pretty quick. I've also fitted a 
BMW E30 brake servo." 

TheT3 features an earlier interior trim, even 
though it's a 1990 Bus, which Robert prefers 
over the later look. Even though the Bus is in 
regular use, the interior remains in immaculate 
condition, though as Robert points out, it is 
very much cherished and looked after as well! 
It also works hard too, towing a huge caravan 
behind, which no doubt the V6 engine's 
pulling power and torque, takes in its stride. 

"It will tow the caravan all day long at 60mph, 
with the Audi V6 engine," says Robert. "Other 
fixtures and fittings include factory power 
steering, a comprehensive ICE system and a 
Porsche 944 steering wheel. I've also replaced 
all the window glass, fitted Porsche split rim 
alloy wheels, fitted the bodywork side planks 
and bumpers etc." 

Robert has certainly put his heart and soul, 
into transforming his T3 into a very svelte 
looking and capable Bus. We love it. 
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73 Split Screen, Richard and Vicky Stephenson 


ichard and Vicky's Type 2 Split is a 
Brazilian built example that was 
imported into the UK around 2008 
and it went to a wedding company. At that 
time it was fitted out with a bench seat in 
the back and following being acquired by 
Richard and Vicky, they have transformed it 
into a Campervan.The wedding company 
commissioned Kev Munday, to hand paint the 
zany colourful artwork on the body. 

Richard and Vicky have completed much 
work to the Split during their ownership, 
which has included replacing the steering 
box and some of the suspension parts too. 
"Initially it didn't drive very well, so it was 
essential to remedy the running gear first," 



explains Richard. "We've also added a deep 
sump for the 1641 cc engine, as well as a 
separate oil cooler and a fan, in order to 
keep it as cool as possible," says Vicky. "The 
engine has an Engle cam and twin 40mm 
carburettors, which was getting rather warm. 
Now with the fan fitted, we can switch it on, 
if we get stuck in traffic." 

We caught up with Richard and Vicky at 
Busfest in 2018 and they had just completed 
their second 900 mile trip in the Split. 

"We drove from just outside Tunbridge 
Wells in Kent and went to VW Action the 
previous weekend and from there we went 
to Yorkshire and then onto Malvern," says 
Richard. "We did exactly the same trip in 



2017 and the Bus hasn't missed a beat. 
We've yet to top up the engine with any 
oil, it just doesn't leak any at all." "The fuel 
economy on the engine is pretty impressive 
too," points out Vicky, "We reckon we're 
getting around 35mpg." Auxiliary dashboard 
instrumentation includes a rather large rev 
counter and gauges to monitor the engine 
oil pressure, temperature and a voltmeter. 
The engine bay is also fitted with a fire 
suppression system, which is always money 
well spent. 

One thing is for sure, Richard and Vicky 
certainly don't go anywhere unnoticed. How 
could they with that vivid and colourful 
artwork on the body? 
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Built for peace-of-mind. Built to perform. Built to last

S entiment is a funny 

thing. There’s no rhyme 
nor reason to it and it 
can tear your wallet a 
new one if you don’t keep a lid 
on it. Then it’s not so funny... 

Air-cooled VWs are a classic 
example. If you just wanted 
an affordable and reliable 
means of getting from A to 
B they’d be way down the 
pecking order, wouldn’t they? 
And, once you’ve bought one 
and it breaks down so much 


that every journey home is 
completed on the back of a low 
loader, well the smart thing 
to do would be to cut your 
losses and buy something a 
little more sensible. But you 
don’t do you? Because it’s an 
old Volkswagen and you love it 
too much to cast it aside, even 
when you know it would be 
cheaper and easier to sell up 
and buy something else, but 
you’re too far down the rabbit 
hole to give up on it now. That’s 


what VWs do, they get under 
your skin and make you act in 
ways you know you shouldn’t. 

This Delta Green ’69 perfectly 
illustrates the point we’ve just 
raised. It’s owned by Leon and 
Georgina Taylor who love the 
nuts and bolts of it so much 
that when any other sane 
person would have sold it to 
buy something more in-tune 
with their needs, they didn’t, 
they turned it into the Bus 
you’re looking at right now. 
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Built in 1969, it rolled out 
of Hanover and was loaded 
on a boat for the US of A. 

But it didn’t start out as 
Westfalia Camper, oh no, it 
was Deluxe Microbus with all 
the trimmings. You know the 
sort, chrome trim and when 
Leon bought, it nicely patina’d 
bodywork and a tin top roof. 

The ’69 was exactly what 
they wanted. Lowered and 
narrowed suspension, riding on 
a set of NSU RO80 alloys and 


give us more room as we were 
always stooping around due 
to the tin-top roof. With three 
kids this was less than ideal, so 
I said yes, we could sell it and 
buy another Bus with a pop- 
top, but she said there was no 
way we were going to sell our 
beloved Bay, so the only other 
solution was to convert it into 
a Camper with a lift-up roof. So 
that’s what I did. 

“There’s just too much 
sentimental value with this 


arguably cool as heck. Many 
people’s perfect Bus, in fact. 


All change 

The thing is though, a rainy 
family camping trip to 
Scotland revealed one or 
two short comings with it 
as it then stood. Leon says: 

“The holiday to Scotland was 
great, but when we got home, 
Georgina said the trip had been 
a nightmare and asked if there 
was anything we could do to 
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Bus. It’s maiden voyage was 
for our honeymoon to Spain” 
So you can see, sentiment can 
indeed cost you dearly. 

Like many, Leon says he 
really wanted a Split Screen. 
“My first car was a 73 1303 
Beetle. It was a horrible car 
and was written off after the 
first year of driving it. It was 
so rusty. But it did get me 
hooked on air-cooled VWs. 

“When the time came to 
buy a Bus I was looking for a 
Split Screen and saw an ad 
for one that was being listed 
as a ’67. There was no picture 
but because of the date I just 
assumed it was a Split so 
went to take a look. When 
I got there, it was actually 
an Early Bay Window Devon 
tin-top. Georgina fell in love 
with the interior and I loved 
it because it was lowered. 

We lived in that Bus for 10 
months, travelling around 
Europe and I’ve been hooked 
on Bays ever since. I still 
haven’t owned a Split... 

“I would have kept that first 
Bay and would have done 
to it what I’ve now done to 
this one, but at the time we 


lived down south and had 
no garage to work on it or 
store it. We lived on a one 
way street, so when it needed 
too much work, I ended up 
cutting it up. It’s a decision 
I’ve regretted ever since.” 

One of us 

To really rub salt into the 
wound, just after the Devon 
met the angle grinder, Leon 
and Georgina bought a house 
in Stafford with a garage... 

Bad times. But then not for 
the Bus Leon did restore. He 
goes on to say: “I’ve imported 
and sold a number of Buses 
over the years, but I ended up 
buying this one from a chap 
in Portsmouth, back in 2005.” 
It’s a small world isn’t it, 
because that chap happened 
to be Mark Walker, who now 
writes for Camper&Bus and 
produces many of our tech 
features. 

Mark imported the ’69 from 
Flagstaff, Arizona and it was 
still wearing it’s original black 
California number plates. 

Leon says: “I always wanted 
a slammed Deluxe, and L610 
Delta Green is one of those 






























Marmite colours you either 
love or hate. I loved it, and 
it was lowered with a 4-inch 
narrowed Creative Engineering 
beam, dropped spindles and 
adjustable rear spring plates. 
But slammed Buses and family 
holidays don’t go hand-in- 
hand. We had an issue due to it 
being so low, where it popped 
a ball-joint out on one of our 


holidays. Luckily Megabug were 
able to send a replacement 
trailing arm to our campsite so 
I was able to fix it.” 

It was another mechanical 
issue that made Leon decide to 
take the bull by the horns and 
give this Bus the works. 

The old tin-top roof had 
already been replaced at this 
point. A replacement panel 


from a 73 was bought from 
fellow Early-Bayer Jon Moody. 
Fitting it was a lot more 
involved than simply hacking 
out the old and welding in 
the new. Fortunately, Jon’s 
a methodical sort, and he’d 
bagged and tagged every 
last nut and bolt that came 
with the panel, and Westy 
Continental roof bed. 
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Popping a tappet on the way 
home from a holiday to Shell 
Island put paid to the Buses 
travels for a while, as in 2016 
Leon decided to roll his sleeves 
up and set to work. Leon says: 
“It was the kick-start it needed. 
It was never supposed to be a 
full resto, but you know how 
it goes. You take everything 
off, clean it, paint it or replace 


it and you can’t put any tired 
pieces back on , so you end 
up doing more and more. The 
decision to go stock was just 
to make it more usable for the 
family, and when I saw stock 
red Westy at Busfest, that’s 
what convinced me to go for 
a more simple style. I call it a 
Euro look, because I removed 
all the US reversing lights, 


reflectors and side trim. Its 
clean lines are exactly how it 
should be in my eyes. 

I’d been planing to restore 
this Bus for years, so whenever 
I shipped another in I’d swap 
bits that were better than the 
ones on this Bus. One of the 
imports got all of the lowering 
gear in return for its stock 
beam and drum brakes. This 








































Bus has been three ride heights 
but I think stock is best. 

“I didn’t want another £500 
engine that was going to blow. 
My neighbours already laugh 
about us coming home on a 
trailer all the time, so I bought 
a good second hand Heritage 
1600 twin port. I had all of the 
rubbers and roof tent from 
Wolfsburg West in stock, and 
I did all of the work myself in 
my in-laws concrete garage. 

It was freezing! Fortunately, I 
got a job at Retro Resto (www. 
retro-resto.co.uk) and my boss, 
Neil was kind enough to let me 
paint it there. 

The front seats were 
retrimmed by Kens Customs 
and Rich Booth made me 
some birch ply side panels. 

An original Westy interior was 
sourced at the time I did the 


roof conversion, but the door 
unit takes up too much room, 
so it isn’t fitted. 

“I set a deadline to get 
everything finished for our 
holiday in 2018. It should have 
been ready for The VolksWorld 
Show, but I made mistakes by 
rushing, so decided to slow it 
back down again. It was never 
my intention to be so precious. 
I wanted one show season of 
it looking its best and then it 
will just be a family Camper 
again. It just turned out better 
than I ever hoped. I’d like to do 
another - one that’s slammed 
and narrowed - so I have a 
choice, but I won’t sell this. 
Georgina wouldn’t let me, and I 
need to thank her and my long 
suffering family, plus my in¬ 
laws, Neil at Retro Resto, Kens 
Customs and Rich Booth.” 


A long-term VW builder, Leon says this Bus 
landed him his job at Retro Resto. When they saw 
what he was doing with it that sealed the deal. To 
date, he's imported 15 Buses, but say's it's karma 
that out of all of them, the one he owns is the one 
that breaks down... We'd argue it's payback for 
the '67 Devon he chopped up! 
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Last year thousands of Camper and 3us owners 
swapped their insurance to Performance Direct.

D o you ever think it’s a shame 
that most of the air-cooled 
Commercial Vans and trucks 
left in the world are no longer 
used in anger? The reality is, the 
majority of air-cooled Volkswagens 
are cosseted away these days.

always kept an eye on his local 
surroundings so he knew of a VW 
repair shop in nearby Mancos, that 
had two Single Cabs sitting outside. 
The owner, in his wisdom, had set 
one of them on a 4x4 chassis and 
was holding onto the second as a 
drop gate donor. When he decided 
to build a wooden stake bed for his 
Frankenstein creation instead, Rusty 
swung by the shop one more time to 
ask if the second truck might be for 
sale. It was. And Rusty: “Ended up 
paying like $800 for it.” 

Feeling very pleased with himself, 
Rusty then hauled his new purchase 
to Kustom Coach Werks (KCW) in 
Grand Junction. Rusty: “Back then, 
KCW was John Jones and about 6-7 
other employees; John was trying 
to make the business work, but it 
was early days.” One thing John has 
always been good at was having a 
great website and internet forum 
(www.kustomcoachwerks.com) and 
displaying every project on there. 
This is where we saw Rusty’s truck 
for the first time. 


Jersey looker 

Although the ’59 looked good in 
pictures, aside from the cut rear 
wheel arches, it was actually pretty 
rusty underneath. John and the 
crew set to work, firstly replacing all 
the cross members, outriggers and 
jacking points, before moving on to 
replace both inner and outer sills. 
The aforementioned cut rear wheel 
wells and some large taillight holes 
were next on the hit list before the 
repairs could be expertly blended 
into the faded L31 Dove Blue paint. 

With the body having swallowed 
a lot of hours to make it solid i 


Rusty was on a tight budget to 
complete the rest of the build. This 
was 2003, so KCW didn’t really build 
anything stock height; with this 
in mind, the truck was fitted with 
a 4-inch narrowed beam and 3.5- 
inch ‘flipped’ dropped spindles up 
front, while the rear was straight 
axled with the first of several donor 
‘lottery’ transmissions and was 
finished off with a $700 ‘lottery’ 
engine for good measure. 

Once the truck was running, 
driving and more importantly, solid 


once again, attention could switch 
to the inside. KCW’s preferred 
interior guy, Doug, was called upon 
to reupholster the bench seat and 
door panels. Rusty says: “This was 
in the days before we drilled it 
into Doug that VWs didn’t need 
overstuffed upholstery; it’s what we 
call ‘American Style’. I’ve since fitted 
a correct headliner and the door 
panels will get swapped out at some 
point for original style ones.” 

When the truck hit the road for 
the first time in 30 years, Rusty 

















was truly broke; he just jumped in 
and drove the wheels off the thing, 
going through two more ‘lottery’ 
gearboxes, before mistakenly fitting 
what seemed to be an alpine geared 
transmission, paired with a used 
1835cc engine he’d picked up locally. 
This clearly wasn’t ideal, but as 
there’s a lot of mountainous terrain 
around where Rusty lives, he decided 
it would do for the time being. 

Shortly after this, disaster struck. 
As he was driving through the 
wilderness early one morning, an 
Elk ran out in front of the truck. 

The impact was so hard, that Rusty 
could see through the gap between 
the A-pillar and driver’s door. After 
he had given himself a pat down to 
check all his limbs were still present 
and correct, he realised the truck was 
still running and, more importantly, 
drivable, so he jumped back inside 
and continued his journey. 

The next sucker punch was just 
around the corner though; after the 
impact, Rusty had assumed that the 
charging light was on as a result of 
the impact, but this wasn’t the case; 
the engine had thrown the fan belt 
and by carrying on without it in his 
shocked state, Rusty cooked the 1835 
engine. Talk about a bad day... 

The truck made its way back to 














KCW, where John helped Rusty 
repair the damage. As the 
front panel was so mangled, 
John decided to cut the outer 
skin off, before pushing out 
the rest of the damage to the 
A-pillar and surrounding areas. 
Fortunately, the pair found a 
good original Dove Blue door 
with an ice pick handle and a 
good amount of patina, which 
was fitted in place of the taco¬ 
like original. 

Strike two 

The mangled front panel was 
carefully straightened out with 
various panel beating tricks, 
before it was butt welded 
back into place and the paint 
carefully blended. Were it not 
for the fact that rusty had 
another minor bump with it at 
a later date, cracking the thin 
layer of filler over the join in 
the process, you’d never know 
the work had been done. 

With the Elk damage 
repaired, attention could turn 
to the blown engine. As Rusty 
had been running the truck 
since day one on ‘lottery’ 
engines and transmissions, he 
decided to dig deep this time 
and go for a fully reconditioned 


1914cc engine from Painter’s 
Grinding in Denver (www. 
paintersgrinding.com), which 
is where KCW gets all their 
engines from these days. 

The 1914cc engine is what 
John Jones calls the little 
tractor motor and comes with 
an Engle 110 cam, dual 40 
Weber carbs and is built for 
torque. It makes for effortless 
driving, even in the Colorado 
mountain ranges. 

Although Rusty could have 
just slapped this onto the 
mountain range transmission, 
he decided that now was the 
best time to upgrade this too, 
so he fitted a fully rebuilt 
transmission from Painter’s 
too, which has a 4.12 ring and 
pinion for effortless cruising 
ability. 

With the truck finally back 
on the road, Rusty continues 
to use it as intended; I’ve never 
seen as many pics of a truck 
carrying Beetle or Type 3 body 
shells as Rusty’s ’59, which is 
proof positive that lowered 
trucks aren’t useless. 

Finally, Rusty would like to 
thank John and Franz at KCW 
for the help with the build and 
all the fun over the years.

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I ’m going to kick this feature off with a quote 
from Lord of the Rings. Why? Because I can 
as it’s my mag, so I can write what I like, and 
it was dear old Bilbo Baggins himself who 
once said: “It’s no bad thing to celebrate a simple 
life.” The reason I’ve opened with that is because 
A) I’m a Tolkien nerd, and B) what you’re reading 
here is a basic story about a basic van, built by a 
basic man... 

Those aren’t our words, they belong to Paul 
Irving, or Irv as he’s known to all and sundry. 

He’s the man, and name obvs behind Irv’s Restos 
(www.irvsvwrestoration.co.uk) and although we 
added the last part, we’re almost pretty sure he 
won’t mind the basic man jibe. Although, to be 
perfectly honest it’s tough if he does because 
it’s in print now and every time we call him to 
speak about one of his feature Buses - and there 
have been plenty down the years - we know 
we’ll never need more than one sheet of A4 
paper to jot the essentials down. Heck we didn’t 
even make it onto the second side of the paper 
this time. Irv just laughed and said: “Ah, it’s your 
job to fill in the words isn’t it? It’s always just the 
usual stuff anyway.” Well, we suppose so, if by 
usual stuff you mean a one-time Montana Red 
71 pop-top Westy with the most amazing paint 
fade and stance, then yeah, the usual tuff. 

The unusual suspects 

There’s nothing usual about what Irv does, 
or any of the vehicles that pass through his 
workshop. Irv’s Restos maybe a restoration 
company in the middle of nowhere - Barrow in 
Furness, which even he says is: “A long way from 
civilisation” - but they also have a mean and 
well-deserved reputation for patina preservation 
and paint blending. Irv is unusually tight-lipped 
(for once) about the techniques they employ, but 
can you see any evidence of new paint on this 
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sun-kissed beauty? No, neither can we. Which is 
exactly how it should be. 

By now, you will have either stopped reading 
or be totally enamoured with this Early Bay. 

If patina is your shtick then it’s bang on the 
money. And if it isn’t, well it takes all sorts 
doesn’t it? Irv certainly loves this Bus. So much 
so in fact that he’s bought and owned it twice. 
This is it’s second time around the block with 
Irv, but the first time he laid eyes on it was in 
a much different state. He says: “I originally 
bought it about five years ago. It was for sale on 
some forum - theearlybay.com I think - and it 
was the awesome patina and absolutely mint 
interior that immediately sold it to me.” 

A California import (obviously) it was solid 
in all the right places and riding on stock 
suspension, so was ripe for modification the Irv 
way. Any areas of rust that required attention 
were dealt with and whilst it was on the lift the 
chassis received some subtle notches in order to 
run low. You don’t need to go too crazy with the 
angle grinder, but to get a Bay to sit like this you 
do need to clearance the chassis rails both front 
and back. 

The missing link 

You also need a four-inch narrowed front beam 
with adjusters and dropped spindles. And it 
helps if the beam is a king and link pin set up, 
a la Split Screen era Type 2s, as this provides a 
better ride than a lowered ball-joint set up, and 
all German-built Bays left the factory with the 
supposedly better ball-joint front end. We guess 
VW didn’t get everything right, but then they 
never intended any of their humble Transporters 
to run this low, did they? 

Nor did they intend to let the elements get the 
better of them. Back in 1971 they meticulously 
prepped and painted the body of this Bus in 
L30H Montana Red. The California sun had a 
thing or two to say about that, but Irv wasn’t 
about to let it have the last word. You can’t tell, 
but the whole exterior has been painted in a 
protective coat of matt lacquer. Being matt, it 


















doesn’t have the weird, out of bed gloss some 
lacquered patina rides do, but the body and 
paint is sealed in to perfectly preserve the look 
for future generations to enjoy. 

Irv also went through the braking system 
before bolting on some wide-5 (5 x 205) Cosmics, 
and we have to say, they’re the perfect addition 
to the exterior. 

Moving inside, there are new window and 
door rubbers, a replacement roof canvas and 
cab bunk. Remember it was the interior that 
really sold the Bus to Irv in the first place? 

Well that’s been cleaned up but by-and-large, 
left as Westfalia intended. Sure, there’s an MCJ 
woodrim wheel, CSP shifter and modern head 
unit in the dash, but those are all worthwhile 
upgrades that enhance the driving experience. 

Going once, going twice. Sold! 

Anyone who knows Irv will tell you there should 
be a revolving door on his garage. Vehicles he 
swears are keepers come and go as there’s 
always something else that tickles his fancy, 
and so this Westy has subsequently gone to a 
new life in France. He says: “I know I shouldn’t 
have sold it - twice! I said that after I sold it the 
first time, but it’s all about the chase for me. I 
like finding them, fixing them and moving them 
on. This was a real gem though. It’s a one key 
fits all Bus and with the Freeway Flyer gearbox 
and rebuilt 1641cc engine it would cruise all day 
long. Still you can’t keep ‘em all can you?” Sadly 
you can’t, especially when you’re a serial builder 
/ collector like Irv. We’re already looking forward 
to seeing what he builds next. Watch this space.

T his expedition to various 
European gatherings and 
sight seeing over the course 
of two weeks in June 2017 was 
by no means unique to our group;

Their stories may contain more high 
jinks than ours; tales of dodging 
authorities and sleeping on the hard 
shoulder of autobahns are par of 
the course when you are care-free 
and enjoying yourselves. As you will 
see, ours was the story of laughs, 
exhaustion, ingenuity and a lot of 
generosity from friends old and new. 

Rewind to December 2016 and 
Gareth Baylis-Smith and his wife 
Tess were over in Oz visiting family 
and had arranged to meet up with

He 
had been over earlier in the year for 
Skeg Vegas and Le Bug Show at Spa, 
where he met Gareth - very drunk 
and dressed in a fish head! 

A plan was hatched that involved 
George and Nadine flying to the UK 
and borrowing a car from one of our 
lot to join us on the adventure. The 
wheels were put into motion and six 
months later, on Wednesday 21st June 
at 3.15pm myself, Gareth, James ‘Jim’ 
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well prepped and have gone through 
their chariot weeks, if not months 
in advance to iron out the inevitable 
gremlins that will surface. Not our 
Jim, he’d driven about 15 miles 
beforehand (dislocating his shoulder 
en route to us fixing a minor issue) 
prior to setting off and this showed 
within one mile of the off! 

Multiple issues raised their ugly 
heads as soon as we began and 
without going in to specifics of what 
needed fixing/adjusting/taking off to 
get us back on the move, we all just 
chipped in and improvised and did 
whatever was necessary to get the 
old girl moving again. Our plan was 
to get into Europe and buy the failed/ 
failing parts at BBT and fit them and 
enjoy the remainder of our European 
holibobs trouble-free. The only issue 
I’ll go into a little detail of was the 


cutting out and failure to restart at 
junctions without a bump start. Bump 
starting is a pretty straightforward 
affair, just requiring a group of people 
to push the vehicle to a decent speed 
to allow the driver to force start 
the engine. This is all well and good 
when you are on a quiet road, but 
at four lane traffic lights just off the 
motorway at rush hour it’s a different 
kettle of fish all together! What would 
become a common occurrence every 
time we came to a junction was Jim 
failing to keep the engine ticking over, 
him waving arms frantically out of 
the window and myself having to 
slowly and accurately drive my Bus 
into the back of his, rev the hell out of 
my poor motor to push start him! God 
knows what the drivers around us 
thought! This happened more times 
than I care to remember, but needs 
must when you have a ferry to catch! 

We eventually arrived at Harwich 
to meet up with Mike Jeffs in his 
‘55 Barndoor and Mark Davies in 
his ‘55 Oval who we were cruising 
with to Hessisch and as previously 
mentioned, should have met with 
hours before. As we pulled up we were 
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promptly ushered to the front of 
the ferry queue by the ferry staff, 
ahead of the others who had been 
waiting for us. Oops sorry guys! 

The overnight ferry to the Hook 
of Holland was our first experience 
of a night crossing and it was really 
enjoyable and very laid back. After 
boarding and checking out our 
rooms (mine had four beds just for 
me!) we met up in the lounge for 
well-deserved beers and a curry. A 
few scoops later, we wished each 
other a good night and retired to 
our respective cabins ready for the 
next days activities and journey to 
the BBT HQ for their pre-Hessisch 
Oldendorf open day. 

As it was only 8am when we 
landed there was no great rush 
to travel the 70-odd miles to BBT, 
so we decided to visit The Hague, 
which was only 12 miles away 
(mainly so the older folk amongst 
us could find a toilet!). As we 
disembarked the ferry, George 
immediately drove up the wrong 
side of the road. You’re in Europe 
now dude it’s the other side! After 
driving around The Hague for the 
best part of half an hour (with 


damp seats and one breakdown) we 
were failing miserably to find suitable 
parking for our six old VWs, until 
we eventually found a suitable spot 
outside some lavish gates. This will 
do nicely we thought. Unbeknownst 
to us, we were right outside the front 
doors of one of the Dutch Royal 
family’s residences, the Noordeinde 
Palace! A few snaps for prosperity 
later and with emptied bladders, we 
set off for the beautiful seaside resort 
of Scheveningen to grab a bite to eat 
and chill before the next stage of the 
trip. 

Scheveningen is definitely worth 
a visit if you have a few hours to 
kill, with its long, sandy beach, an 
esplanade, a pier, and a lighthouse 
its very picturesque and also has 
a number of decent eateries to 
choose from. We chose a lovely 
beach bar over looking the surf and 


bought bacon and eggs - with an 
accompanying side of banana?!??! 

Fortunately we were blessed with 
glorious weather for the cruise 
over to BBT, almost too good, it 
was sweltering! The journey was 
straightforward with no issues to 
report for a change, we just enjoyed 
the views and soaked up the rays 
whilst cruising at a leisurely 55mph. 

We arrived at BBT at around 2pm, 
set up camp in an adjoining car park 
and then proceeded to walk around 
with open mouths at the shear 
awesomeness on display outside (the 
copious amounts of free beer helped 
too). A must if you ever go to BBT, 
is to stroll around Bob van Heyst’s 
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collection of scarce and desirable 
motors. The assemblage of rare steel 
and VW memorabilia on show is truly 
mind blowing and you will struggle 
to take it all in. There’s one incredible 
car after another. 

The remainder of the day was one 
of catching up with friends from all 
over the world, more free beer and 
many laughs. Thank you Bob and 
team for the exceptional hospitality! 

Bright and early the next morning 
with hangovers being treated with 
strong coffee, the BBT to Hessisch 
Oldendorf convoy formed up behind 
Bob in his stunning OG paint early 
Karmann Ghia Cabriolet. The amount 
of beautiful and rare vehicles in the 
cruise defies belief! How often do 
you get to see, let alone cruise on 
the highways with Hebmullers, Pre- 
A Porsche 356s, 1940s Beetles and 
incredibly early Split Buses from all 


over the world? Never is obviously 
the answer! It was a privilege and 
a memory that will stay with us all 
forever. Have a look on YouTube for 
the ten minute video called ‘BBT 
convoy to Hessisch Oldendorf 2017’ 
and you will get a little taste of what 
was there. 

The cruise itself was around 250 
miles long and took approximately 8 
hours. No dramas were reported from 
our guys, but there were a couple of 
casualties on the hard shoulder along 
the way, but none too serious and we 
believe all got going again. 

To break up the monotony of 
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driving so far, scheduled comfort and 
fuel breaks were part of the itinerary 
and the car parks of the service 
stations were rammed with old 
German tin, almost like a mini show 
Amazing! Unfortunately, as the cruise 
wore on, the pack became quite 
stretched out and at times we didn’t 
see another VW for miles, which was 
a shame. We’re pleased to report we 
all arrived safely at Hessisch and 
quickly found our camping spot 
at one of the designated pitches 
- the local football ground. This 
was only a short stroll from 
all the action and had showers 
and toilet facilities close by.

WHAT’S THE DIFFERENCE? 


T he "type 25 is an unfortunate beast. For the 
last decade and then some, we’ve been 
banging the drum for them and saying 
how their time has finally come, but in 
actual fact it would appear to have been and gone. 

If you blinked you probably missed it. The problem 
is they’re still just too darn modern for those who 
want to keep their camping old-school but still too 
quirky (and often rusty) for those who want the ease 
and performance of a reliable go anywhere, anytime 
water-cooled Bus. So if it’s a case horses for courses 
and Splits and Bays for one camp and T5s and T6s 
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for the other, when does this donkey get to fly? 
Where exactly does that leave the third generation 
Transporter? We'd argue it's the thinking man 
and woman’s choice. It bridges the gap perfectly 
between the air- and water-cooled eras because, 
well, there are air- and water-cooled versions of the 
Bus that signed off the rear-engined era for VW and 
passed the baton on to the T4. 

This quick peep at the air-cooled generation and 
the Late Bay it replaced should throw a little light 
on these fabulous machines. So, if you’re sitting 
comfortably, lets get Wedged up. 
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the Bay Window, and so opted for 
evolution over revolution. Rather 
than stake their reputation and 
considerable income on an entirely 
new front-engined Type 2, they 
decided to stick with the tried and 
tested formula you and I love so 
much. 

Whilst the rear-engined, rear- 
wheel drive layout remained, the 
external appearance of the new 
Transporter was the big break from 
tradition. This was the mid-70s so 
curves and organic shapes were 
out, and straight angular lines were 
in. You can thank Italian designer, 
Giorgetto Giugiaro for this and see 
the familiar traits running through 
some of his other works, such as the 
Mkl Golf, Passat and Scirocco. 



The VW Type 25 is more correctly 
known as the T3 as this is based on 
VW’s internal naming system. The 
T1 was the Split, the T2 was the Bay 
and so obviously the T3 came next 
and was followed by the T4, T5 and 
current T6. Where does the Type 25 
moniker come from? Legend has it 
that a UK-based VW importer began 
calling them Type 25s having taken 


the first two digits of the model 
codes for the Panel Van, Bus and 
Kombi - namely Type 251, 253 and 
255. Whatever it’s origin, that’s how 
they’re commonly known in the 
UK, but everyone else on the planet 
refers to them as T3s, unless you’re 
American, in which case they’re 
called Vanagons, but let’s not even 
get into that one. 

Rewind to 1975, and we’ll find a 
motoring world that by-and-large 
believed air-cooled rear-engined cars 
to be an old fashioned and out-dated 
concept. Possibly because few other 
manufactures had managed to make 
a go of it more than anything else. 
Chevrolet Corvair anyone? However, 
VW was too smart to take a huge 
gamble with the replacement for 


Safer motoring 

Advances in safety, especially 
to comply with the US crash 
regulations made it necessary for 
VW to put the new Transporter 
through both crash and roll-over 
tests. Without passing these, VW 
wouldn’t be allowed to export into 
the lucrative American market. 

In order to meet the necessary 
requirements, the Type 25 features 
a front bumper with a deformation 
section and an energy absorbing 
front frame structure, making it a 
far safer vehicle for front occupants 
than the Bay Window could ever lay 
claim to be. 

The Type 25 also has a larger and 
flatter windscreen with an improved

driving position. Drive one and 
you’ll agree that it feels more like 
driving a car than a Transporter, 
as the steering wheel is more 
ergonomically angled. It is also 
quite a lot bigger than a Bay thanks 
to its 60mm longer wheelbase and 
extra 125mm overall width. The T3 
also has more cab space and a larger 
load area - the floor of which is 10cm 
lower than a standard height Bay’s 
to aid both loading and access. What 
is surprising though is the overall 
height of the T3 is 5mm lower than 
it’s predecessor. So it’s bigger, more 
comfortable and safer to drive than 
the Bay. A win, win, win for the T3. 

Suspension 

The T3 is arguably more advanced 
under the skin than its predecessor. 
Late Bays still rely on the pre-war 


system designed by Porsche with 
front torsion bar beams and rear 
torsion bars, although they are 
independent, at the rear. To make 
the Type 25 feel more sure-footed 
in cornering and to soak up the 
bumps whilst it lugged loads of up 
to 1070kgs/2932lbs, VW designed an 
entirely new double wishbone front 
suspension system with progressive 
coil springs, telescopic shock 
absorbers and an anti-roll bar. At the 
rear, they fitted semi-trailing arms 
with mini-block coil springs and 
telescopic shock absorbers. The days 
of wandering steering were gone too, 
thanks to a more direct and play-free 
rack-and-pinion system. All of these 
advancements add up to make the 
T3 handle more like a car, than the 
dear old Bay. Chalk another one up 
for the Wedge.

Engines 

Upon launch VW offered the T3 
with the same 1970cc Type 4 air¬ 
cooled flat four as the out-going Bay 
Window. It even used twin Solex 
carbs rather than fuel injection. Still, 
it made 70bhp and that was more 
attractive than the other option... 
the 1584cc CT engine! 

This was a ‘new’ engine, but 
only in terms of revisions such as a 
spin-on oil filter boss and flat rather 
than upright cooling system (so it 
would fit under the rear luggage 
floor), otherwise it was basically 
the old Type 1 1600 Beetle engine. 
Developing just 50bhp it made 
driving the heavier and larger T3 a 
real chore. 

Early air-cooled Type 25s came in 
for a spot of flak over reliability but 
more often than not the problems 
were down to owners failing to 
adhere to maintenance schedules, 
which had been extended from 
2,000 to 4,500miles thanks to a non- 
contact transistorized ignition with 
Hall sensor. Take that Bay Window. 

Bodywork 

You either lover the angular looks 
of the T3 or you don’t, but when 
it comes to colour schemes VW 


offered the Wedge in a variety of 
attractive combinations. Ivory over 
Bright Orange and vibrant greens 
and blues are as lovely as anything 
the Bay came in, arguably more so. 
Construction and rust proofing were 
improved straight out of the bat, but 
the T3 introduced a new piece of 
terminology to the VW enthusiast 
- seem rot. If you’re considering 
restoring either a Bay or Type 25 
don’t be fooled into thinking the 
Wedge will be the easy option. You 
can open a whole can of worms 
when you start digging into one, 
but the chances are a tired looking 
T3 still won’t be as kippered as the 
average Bay Window underneath. 

Interiors 

Funky browns and hard-wearing 
vinyl’s span the genres as they 
were de rigueur on both run out 
model Bays and early Wedges, but 
with the T3 you also go more comfy 
velour’s as an option. Dash materials 
were very in-period too, with a lot 
of brown plastics facias and trim 
pieces. Think MK 1 Golf and you’ll be 
in the same ball park. We love the 
charm of each, but a Type 25 feels 
plusher and comfier to while away 
longer journeys. Another win. 







THE VERDICT 

Look, no matter how much we 
say the T3 is the bigger, better 
driving, more comfortable and 
practical machine, if you prefer 
the Bay’s styling over the angular 
1980’s lines of the Wedge, that’s 
the one you’ll always go for, isn’t 
it? With an air-cooled engine over 
the rear driven wheels they still 
have one foot rooted in the past 
but as cool as you can make them, 
T3s still aren’t as fashionable as 
a Bay, but that can also be a good 
thing because this makes them 
more affordable. If you’re looking 
to make your money go a little 
further and want a more usable 
family Camper then the smart 
money has to be on the Type 25. 
There, we said it.

U is for USA 

America offered a huge market opportunity for Volkswagen. 
And it was one that the company enthusiastically seized. 
But success certainly didn't come that easily at first

W hatever the merits of air-cooled VWs 
and their strong sales across the 
globe, one country was absolutely vital 
to the coffers of Wolfsburg. And that 
was the USA. Cracking the enormous and lucrative 
American market was the real secret to VW's 
success. And the company did it more effectively 
than any of its European rivals - shifting millions of 
vehicles over the Atlantic from the 1950s onwards. 
The United States embraced Beetles and Buses, 
plus other air-cooled models, as if they'd been 
born there. States like California practically did 
make them their own - with the SoCal, modifying 
and dune buggy movements and by basically just 
enjoying the more laid-back lifestyle that often 
accompanied VW ownership. 

The Stateside triumphs were remarkable. But 
they weren't simple, or even expected. Wolfsburg 
struggled at first, trying to appeal in a country 
that, not so many years previously, it had been 
involved in a war against. And even when VW 
had established itself, it still encountered fierce 
opposition - from American car firms, the US 
government and safety campaigner Ralph Nader. 
It certainly wasn't plain sailing. 

Until 1954, VWs were virtually unknown 
in the USA. A few came over courtesy

of soldiers returning from Germany, almost as 
souvenirs rather than serious transport. It was in 
early 1949 that VW had its first stab at trying to 
make its presence felt in the New World. Company 
boss Heinrich Nordhoff sent Dutch dealer Ben 
Pon over the Big Pond with a Beetle to drum up 
interest in the car. Pon had been the first person to 
export VWs from Germany, taking five cars direct 
from the factory to the Netherlands in 1947 to sell. 
Incidentally, it was during this Wolfsburg trip that 
Pon also saw a jerry-built, very basic 'Plattenwagen' 
parts runaround that gave him the idea for 
what, a couple of years later, became the Type 2 
Transporter. It was obviously a very productive visit. 

But the transatlantic trip definitely wasn't 
productive. Pon landed in New York City on 17 
January 1949, along with a solitary Beetle, only to 
find that what he referred to as the 'Victory Wagon 
was being dubbed by the press as 'Hitler's car'. 
Attempts to interest dealers came to zilch. After 
three weeks of achieving practically nothing, he 
couldn't pay his hotel bill, so sold the Beetle and 
its spare parts for $800 and returned to Europe

licking his wounds. He told Nordhoff that it would 
probably be wise to wait another decade before 
trying to sell the Beetle in the America again. 

But Nordhoff ignored him and decided to have a 
crack himself, going over later the same year - and 
reporting the experience as an 'abject failure'. 
Nobody he met believed the funny-looking little 
German machine, with its dubious origins and 
puny, clattery engine hung out the back, could 
have any future in the glitzy, glamorous US. 

Nevertheless, Volkswagen persisted. In 1950, 
Max Hoffman, a well-known, influential and astute 
European car importer based in New York City, 
was appointed the sole distributor for the eastern 
USA. That year, he sold 330 VWs - out of 6,660,000 
cars in total purchased that year. It was a tiny drop 
in a huge ocean. Nevertheless, it was a start. And 
interest in VWs was beginning to grow - soon, 
small dealers started stocking Beetles bought from 
Hoffman and a nascent network began to form. By 
the end of 1953, 2,173 VWs had been sold in the 
USA since 1950. That included 10 Type 2s in 1952 
and 33 in 1953, for the launch of the Transporter, 
Ben Pon's brainchild, had at least provided an 
alternative to just Beetles. 

With a foothold established, albeit a perilous 




one, Volkswagen took matters more into its 
own hands in 1954 by sending two factory 
representatives, Geoffrey Lange and Will Van de 
Kamp, to America to establish a proper distribution 
and dealership chain. Geoffrey was responsible for 
the west coast, Will for the east. It worked. Sales 
soared. Well, sort of - they went up to 6,614. Okay, 
so maybe not that much in a country that was 
continuing to buy ever-increasing millions of cars, 
but they were going up. Things were looking rosier. 

So rosy, in fact, that in 1955 Volkswagen decided 
to set up its own factory in the USA, buying an old 
Studebaker plant in New Jersey. Six months later, 
it was sold again, without ever having built a single 
VW. It turned out somebody had got their sums 
wrong, and, had the factory started churning out 
American-built Beetles and Buses, it would have 
lost a lot of money. Whoops. However, what the 
company did get right was to establish Volkswagen 
of America Inc (VWoA) the same year as the sole 
importer of VWs across the Atlantic. A uniform VW 
look at dealerships was also forged. It was regarded 
as vital that a corporate identity was projected 
- customers should be able to expect the same 
standards wherever they went, while VW looked 
slick, up-to-date and organised. By 1965, there were 
909 dealers in the USA - all looking much the same. 

Increasing numbers of new Volkswagens 
continued to find new American homes. Type 2 
sales broke the 10,000 barrier in 1957 when 14,721 
Transporters of all variants were bought. That same 
year, 64,803 passenger cars also left the showrooms 
of the States. A year later, total VW sales in the USA 
broke the 100,000 barrier for the first time. 

Carl Hahn - the future boss of the entire 
Volkswagen organisation from 1982 to 1993 - took 
over running VWoA in 1959. He continued the 
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the separate east and west coast operations 
so dealerships and service facilities could be 
standardised, expanded and modernised. The 
120,442 Beetles and Karmann Ghias and 30,159 
Transporters sold that year represented just under 
a quarter of all US vehicle imports. By 1961 though, 
46 per cent of all imports were VW, and two years 
after that, the figure was 69 per cent. In 1962, the 
millionth VW was sold in the States. Wolfsburg was 
now big league. 

This escalation was despite American car firms

introducing their own compact cars to battle 
the Beetle and its brethren, such as the Ford 
Falcon, Chrysler Valiant, Studebaker Lark, AMC 
Rambler and, most notably of all, the VW-wannabe 
Chevrolet Corvair. Yet still Volkswagens continued 
to fly out the dealership doors. How was Wolfsburg 
managing it? Well, Wolfsburg wasn't, so much. 

But Carl Hahn was. He'd appointed the New York 
advertising agency of Doyle Dane Bernbach (DDB) 
to handle publicity from 1959 onwards. The results 
were some of the funniest, cleverest and best-loved 
car ads ever, completely flying in the face of over- 
the-top hardcore commercialism with a minimalist 
style and self-deprecating humour. And millions of 
vehicles were flogged into the bargain. 

The Mickey-taking sense of jokiness endeared 
the ads and their subjects to a public becoming 
jaded by over-embellishment and hyperbole. DDB's 
most famous efforts were the Think Small' and 
'Lemon' series. The former was ranked as the best 
advertising campaign of the 20th century while 
the latter popularised the use of the word 'lemon' 
to describe a crap car - which, when you read the 
words, it turned out Volkswagens definitely weren't. 
Initially, only the account for Beetles and Karmann 
Ghias was given to DDB, that for Transporters 
being awarded to rival Fuller & Smith & Ross. That 
arrangement lasted only a year though, before 
DDB got the entire Volkswagen caboodle. With the 
help of DDB's creativity and cleverness, sales sky¬ 
rocketed during the 1960s. 'Our campaign created 
a mass market for us,' recalled Hahn. 'And Doyle 
Dane Bernbach's contribution was most significant.' 

However, the Transporter was about to face

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a very specific challenge. In response to cheap 
chickens being imported from the USA, various 
European nations imposed tariffs on the poultry. 
America responded with punitive measures of its 
own in December 1963, introducing taxes on light 
trucks, among other goods. The so-called Chicken 
War saw the rate on light trucks increase from 8.5 
per cent to 25 per cent; enough to hike up the 
price of some Type 2s by $237. The result was that, 
during 1964, imports of Type 2 trucks - Pick-Ups 
and Vans - declined by almost $6 million. This was a 
third of the value of the previous year. Volkswagen 
got around the restrictions on passenger carrying 
Type 2 by pitching them as 'station wagons' - 
essentially the estate version of the Beetle. Thus 
they continued to be popular but Van and Pick-Up 
imports practically evaporated. Just 4,614 were sold 
in the USA in 1965; the figure the previous year - 
when all Type 2s were classed as light trucks - was 
36,090. They continued to decline year-on-year ever 
after. 

Nevertheless, sales of other Volkswagens 
made up for these losses - for a while. In 1970, 
sales hit their all-time peak at 569,695 units, with 
Type 2s accounting for 65,069 of that figure. This 
represented seven per cent of the US car market, 
shared between over a thousand dealerships. But 
the glory days were coming to an end, and the 
decline started the following year. Matters weren't 
helped by Ralph Nader's Small - on Safety: The 
Designed-in Dangers of the Volkswagen book 
in 1972, which rubbished all rear-engined VWs, 
with particular venom aimed at the Type 2. It was 
described as 'by far the most dangerous four-

wheeled passenger 
vehicle in use in 
significant numbers'. 

Had the new era of front- 
engined, front-wheel 
drive, water-cooled VWs 
not been just around 
the corner, such a piece 
of work might have had 
terminal repercussions for 
VWoA. As it was, the older 
models were on their way out anyway. 

In 1979, official US sales of the Beetle came to 
an end. Air-cooled Transporters lingered on for a 
little while longer, until the T3 Vanagon (as America 
knew it) switched to having liquid in its veins after 
1982. A few new Type 1 s and Type 2s continued 
to sneak over the southern border from VW's 
Mexican outpost. Donald Trump would have been 
traumatised. But the numbers were minuscule 
compared to the past. 

Arguably, orchestrating the proliferation of 
Volkswagens throughout the USA was Wolfsburg's 
most striking achievement. From scepticism and 
suspicion in 1949 to success and stardom a decade 
or so later, the Beetle alone sold well over five 
million examples. Buses, Karmann Ghias, Type 
3s etc significantly swelled that total. Outside of 
Germany, no other country was as fanatical about 
VWs as America was - and continues to be. And 
no other country contributed nearly as much to 
the company's fortunes. VW and the USA 
were made for each other.

Four words are often a sign of a good Bus - one key fits all - but if your keys 
have gone AWOL or your locks were changed, here's what you do about it

D on't you hate buying a 
VW and being handed 
a handful of keys by the 
previous owner. It could be 
worse: not being able to either lock 
or unlock your new toy because the 
keys don't work properly, or because 
there's something wrong with the 
latches themselves. 

I've lost count of the times I've 
bought Buses or had a customer 
bring a one to me with a similar 
scenario going on. 

This how to has been designed 
to show you that getting your locks 
sorted out and onto one key really 
isn't brain surgery, in fact, it can 
be a surprisingly therapeutic thing 
to carry out yourself and one that 
means more time sitting at the table 
drinking tea than laying under your 
Bus on a cold, damp, floor.

The Bus that was used as 
an example in the pictures 
arrived with no door keys 
but had a Genuine VW 
ignition key that wouldn't 
turn in any of the door 
locks. As VW originally supplied Bay's with one key 
to fit everything, I figured it had been changed and 
decided to re-key the door locks to suit this key. 

More often than not when buying a Bus with 
no keys, the best course of action is to remove 
one of the cab door handles and attempt to get a 
key cut from the code - I use Croma locksmiths in 
Southsea (0239 2731770) who generally keep L and 
R code key blanks in stock. 

This picture shows the difference between early 
1968-69 L code lock barrels (indented) and later 
1970 onwards flat faceplates. It's not uncommon 
for Buses to be fitted with the wrong type of barrel 
in at least one of the doors - you won't be able to 
get your Bus on one key unless all of your barrels 
are the same type, so check them first, then source 
good used parts. Also buy some spare locks 
to dissect for the lock wafers, or buy some new 
wafers. Alternatively, the Lock shop at Custom and 
Commercial (01372 452622) can supply a barrel 
with a key, or any other lock solutions, up to a 
complete set of original locks, all keyed alike. 



to get a key cut to the code, the sliding door 
handle is by far the easiest. To remove this, 


remove the inner plastic cap (if fitted) with a small 
screwdriver, then remove the crosshead screw. 
You can now pull the handle out of the door from 
the outside. If you're lucky, then the handle is 
either in the unlocked position, or it has the key 
code stamped on the square part that goes into 
the lock mechanism; some handles have the key 
code stamped here and some have it stamped in 
the round cylindrical part that sits inside the lock 
escutcheon. 
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Pfj Cab door handle 

mJii The next step is to remove 
one of the cab door handles 
to find the code there. The 
procedure is as follows: Looking at 
the inner door handle, you will see 
the escutcheon/surround. You will 
first need to remove the inner black plastic scratch plate cover, 
if fitted, in order to access the screw. To do this, grab a small 
:flat screwdriver and insert it into the notch at the front edge 
of the inner cover/scratch plate. You should be able to pry this 
out without too much effort. 

You will now be faced with a cross head screw. Using a 
crosshead screwdriver, you can remove the screw, being 
careful not to drop it into the bottom of the door (this is more 
of a pain upon reassembly). The escutcheon can now be drawn 
off the handle; you may need to pull the handle out a little 
to do this. Next, you will need to remove the window winder 
handle. To do so, gently pry off the plastic covering the metal 
handle, then use a crosshead screwdriver to undo the screw 
which holds the handle to the mechanism. 


PCjFind the code 

kfdThe handle in the pictures was 
donated to my 71 project Bus by 
the very kind Gary Tarrant at Cool 
Campers when I visited him recently 
(www.coolcampers.co.uk). I hit a bit 
of a hurdle though, when I cleaned 
the dirt off and realised that the 
key code was hidden under the 
escutcheon and the escutcheon 
was locked in position. I got around 
this by grinding the escutcheon thin 
with a flap disc on a grinder and 
opening it up with a sharp chisel. 

Of course, if your handle is in the 
locked position like this and you 
can't access the code, then it's best 
to try to get a key cut to a code off 
one of the other handles first. 


PH Cab door strip (continued) 

With the screw removed, 
the handle should pull off the 
splined shaft. It's not unusual for 
these to become stuck with age, 
so wiggle it until it comes off. The 
final step before you can unclip 
the interior panel is to remove the 
interior handle - two crosshead 
screws hold this in place, remove 
them and it can be unhooked and 
removed. Unclip the door panel 
and locate the two 4mm Allen 
headed screws. Remove these, 
being careful to support the handle 
as you do so. Put the handle seals 
in a safe place for reassembly. 

On the cab door handle, the 
lock code is stamped into the 
locking pin - clean this area to 
access the code and then get a 
locksmith to cut you a new key. 
With luck this will then fit all of 
your doors and ignition. 



PHChanging the ignition barrel 

If you've discovered your ignition barrel is incorrect, or 
doesn't have the right coded key for your Bus, then either 
live with having two keys for your Bus, or you have the option 
of removing it to swap or re-key. The barrel can be a swine 
to remove if I'm honest and the procedure for removal and 
refitting changed quite a bit over the years. The Bentley 
manual covers the removal procedure for all years of Bus - it's 
beyond the scope of this how-to, to detail this procedure in 
full for all possible years. 

As you can see in the picture, it is possible to dismantle 
and re-key the ignition, but the lock wafers are different to 
the door lock ones and used ignition barrels of the correct 
year are hard to find. The best course of action is to buy a 
year correct ignition barrel from somewhere like Custom and 
Commercial, or in thesamba.com classifieds, then re-key your 
door locks to match. 




PCI Remove rear hatch lock 

Removing the rear hatch lock is easier with the hatch 
open. If your hatch is locked, then you can open the hatch 
from inside - you may need to remove the interior panel to do 
this, then pull the latch lever towards you whilst pushing the 
hatch open. It may be sticky if the Bus has been sitting a while. 
With the hatch open, remove the three crosshead screws 
that hold the latch to the tailgate - soak with penetrating oil 
first and make sure you use a well-fitting screwdriver, or you'll 
round off the heads (these screws are usually tight/seized). 
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Remove rear latch 

With the screws 
removed, you can 
remove the latch, then 
access the crosshead 
screw to remove the 
lock. As you remove the 
screw, support the latch 
and be careful not to 
drop the seal/gasket. 





Re-key the sliding door handle 

r: With all of your locks removed, you can now begin the 
process of re-keying your locks to match the same key. Starting 
with the slider handle, give it a good clean, so you can access 
the tiny grub screw that holds the barrel into the handle. You 
may need to dig out some grease/dirt to see the screw; give 
the screw area and inside the barrel a quick squirt of a lock 
lubricant as you do this. Make sure to use a lock lubricant 
rather than WD40, as the lock lubricant is purpose made 
to work in locks, will keep lubricating as time goes on and 
contains a de-icing element too. 

Now you can carefully remove the screw with a well-fitting 
fine screwdriver, being careful not to round it off if tight. 



can insert a key and carefully draw out the barrel. Note how 


in the next picture I have removed the small brass lock wafers 
and arranged them as they were fitted. Also, in the second 
picture, you can see how there are three different types of lock 
wafer. The re-keying process is simple - you fit the wafers on 
a trial and error basis to the profile of the key you want to use. 
Make sure that the key is an L or R code to match the barrel as 
shown in the first step. 


PV1 Clean and build up lock 

JMM Carefully remove the wafers 
with long nose pliers, before 
giving everything a good spray 
and clean with the lock lubricant. 

Be careful with the tiny return 
springs; if damaged or missing, 
replace with ones from the spare 
locks you bought. Now you can 
build up the lock on a trial and 
error basis; you will need the end of the wafers to sit flush with 
the barrel for the key to turn. Once you're happy, slide the 
barrel back into the handle with the key fitted and turn a few 
times to check it turns freely. Remove the key, then try again. 
When you're happy, give it one last lube, then refit and fit the 
grub screw. Don't tighten it too much. You can put a dab of 
paint or nail varnish on the end, or use Loctite. 




J2B1 Re-key rear hatch lock/1968 cab door handle 

The process for re-keying the rear hatch lock and the 
1968 only cab door handles is very similar; the only real 
difference is the locking pin on the end of the barrel. To 
remove the barrel, first undo the crosshead screw holding the 
locking pin on, then remove, taking care to make a note of the 
locking pin orientation. You will now need to remove the large 
circlip. The easiest way to do this is to slide one end around 
until the other end is poking out across the notch in the 
handle. Then slide a fine screwdriver under the protruding end 
and work this around, making sure to shield the clip with the 
palm of your other hand, to stop it flying off into the abyss. 


E Re-key rear hatch 
lock/1968 cab door 
handle (continued) 

With the clip removed, remove 
the shroud plate and spring, 
before arranging all the parts in 
the order removed and giving 
everything a clean. You will 
now see, on the galvanised 
area of the barrel surround, a 
small grub screw. Remove this 
carefully and set aside, before 
pushing the barrel out with 
your thumb. The re-keying 
procedure is the same as in 
Step 11. Re-assembly is the 
reverse of removal. Remember 
to thoroughly test that your 
re-keyed lock works and to 
clean and lubricate everything 
before re-assembly. 
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P[W, ;■ Sticking handle trigger 

If your cab door handle 
sticks in the 'in' position, then it 
could be one of two things: either 
the trigger is clogged up with dirt, 
or the spring assembly is missing 
or broken. To remedy either, 
remove the countersunk screw 
with a flat head driver, before 
prying out the securing plate. 




PH Lubricate handle trigger parts 

With the securing plate removed, you can now pull the 
trigger out and inspect the components. Nine times out of 
ten a good clean and lubricate will suffice, but on one of our 
handles the spring and spring cap were missing, so I took one 
off a spare handle. If can be fiddly to refit the trigger, ensuring 
it locates correctly on the spring cap. Once this is done, you 
can refit the plate and screw. 



PV9 Engine lid lock 

mmd It's not uncommon to find a Bus fitted with an original 
engine lid lock. If your Bus has one, or if you find one at a swap 
meet, wouldn't it be nice to have an engine bay that is safe 
from thieves? It's hard to see how an engine lid lock comes 
apart, in fact I'd never actually got around to stripping one 
until I put this feature together. You'll be pleased to know that 
it's actually pretty simple, but would possibly be easier with 
either a second pair of hands or a vice to clamp the button in 
the 'in' position - you will need to push the button all the way 
in, in order to drift out the pin. 


PM Engine lid lock 

IaJ Once you have drifted out 
the pin, the button comes out 
as in the attached picture. You 
can then remove the grub screw 
and re-key the lock. One thing 
to note though: I don't think I've 
ever seen an original Bus with the 
engine lid lock keyed to match 
the other locks and I've seen/ 
owned a lot of original Buses. 
Maybe someone can write in and 
clear this up? 




PH A word about latches 

J If you've gone through 
the process above and re-keyed 
everything/fixed any issues with 
your handles, then you may as 
well go the extra mile and sort 
out your latches too. It goes 
without saying that your latches 
suffer from corrosion and being 
clogged up with dirt and debris 
too, just as much as your lock 
barrels. The cab door latches can 
be a pain to wiggle out of the 
doors, but the rest of the latches 
are pretty easy to remove. 

The latch pictured is the rear 
sliding door latch from my 71 import project Bus. When the 
Bus arrived from Colorado, the sliding door was stuck closed 
and no matter how much effort we tried to open it, it wouldn't 
budge. It was clear someone else had tried to pry the door 
open, causing some damage to the door. In the end, I decided 
to remove the striker plate bolts fore and aft from the inside, 
which released the door. I then removed the seized rear latch 
and gradually coaxed it to release the striker plate. 

I would normally soak latches in thinners for a few days 
with repeated brushing, before thoroughly lubricating them 
and working back and forth, but on this occasion, I decided 
to enlist the help of a local VW garage with an ultrasonic 
cleaning tank. Thanks must go to Shaun at Dr VDub in 
Southsea (07968 235994) who also allowed me to detail the 
process for the magazine. As you can see, the after picture 
shows the latch in virtually as new condition and I highly 
recommend this process if you want trouble free door 
operation. Of course, if your latches still won't work after this, 
then you'll need to source replacements.
